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Copy of AGREEMENT between His Majefty's Government, and Mr. Mathew Boulton, 
for the Copper Coinage of England and Ireland ; dated 26th March 1805. 

GEORGE R. 

O UR Will and Pleafure is, That you forthwith prepare a Bill for our Royal Signature, 
containing and importing an Indenture, whereof one part is to pafs under the Great Seal of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in the form or to the effedt following: 

THIS INDENTURE made the day of in the Forty-fifth year of the Reign of our 

Sovereign Lord George the Third, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland King Defender of the Faith and in the year of our Lord 1805: Between Our faid 
Sovereign Lord the King of the one part, and Mathew Boulton of Soho in the County of Staf- 
ford Efquire of the other part. Whereas at a Court held at the Queen’s Palace on the 19th day of 
December now laft paft, there was read to His Majefty in Council, a Report from the Right Ho- 
nourable the Lords of the Committee of the Privy Council, appointed to take into confideration 
the date of the Coins of this Kingdom, and the prefent eftabliiliuieut and conftitution of His Ma- 
jefty’s Mint, and which Report beareth date the 16th day of December laft, whereby after dating 
(amongft other things) that by reafon of the prefent high price of Copper much temporary incon- 
venience might be experienced by the Public, by the melting of the Copper Coin put in circulation 
in the years 1797 and 1799, unlefs meafures of precaution fliould be immediately taken, the faid 
Lords of the Committee reported that they had called upon the faid Mathew Boulton, to ftate the 
price at which he would convert a quantity of Copper into Coins of different denominations, and 
that in confequence thereof, he had tranfmitted the propofal marked (A) thereunto annexed. And 
alfo, that the obfervations made by the Committee to the faid Mathew Boulton on the offer thereby 
already referred to, had induced him to make a fecond propofal thereunto, alfo annexed and marked 
(S)i and confidering the necelfity of a Coinage of Copper likely to be urgent for the convenience of 
retail traders, and the ufe of the lower orders of the people, the faid Lords of the Committee advifed 
Ilis Majefty to give diredtions to the Loids Commifiioners of the Treafury to enter into a contra6t 
with the faid Mathew Boulton, on fuch terms as fliould appear to that Board to be for the public 
intereft : And whereas Ilis Majefty having taken the faid Report into confideration was pleafed, 
with the advice of His Privy Council, to approve of what was therein propofed, and to order 
that the Right Honourable the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury fliould confider of the propofals 
for making of Pence, Halfpence and Farthings annexed to the faid Report, and to caufe the neceffary 
•contra&s to be entered into, and the proper directions to be given for making fuch Pence, Halfpence 
and Farthings upon the plan propofed by the faid Report : And whereas the faid Lords Commiflioners 
having had the faid Order of His Majefty in Counfel under their confideration, were pleafed to diredt 
that a proper contract fliould be forthwith prepared to be entered into by the faid Mathew Boulton 
according to the terms of his firft propofal, annexed to the faid Report ; whereby he offered to furnifli 
one thoufand two hundred tons of Cake Copper after the rate of £. 169 per ton, and to manufacture 
the fame into coin of Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces, at or for fuch price or prices, and in fuck 
way and manner, and underand fubjeCt to fuch infpeftion, rules, regulations and terms of Agreement 
as is and are hereinafter particularly mentioned, exprefled and contained: NOWTHIS INDENTURE 
Witnefleth, That our Sovereign Lord the King, by virtue of his Prerogative Royal, and of his efpecial 
Grace, certain knowledge and mere motion, and for and in confideration of the Premifes and of the 
Covenants and Agreements herein contained, and on the part and behalf of the faid MatheW Boulton, 
liis executors adminiftrators and afligns, to be obferved and performed, hath given and granted, and 
by thefe Prefents for himfelf, His heirs and fucceffors, Doth give and grant unto the faid Mathew 
Boulton, his executors adminiftrators and afligns, full, free and abfolute Power, Privilege, Licence 
and Authority, that he the faid Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators and afligns, by himfelf 
or themfelves, or by his or their lervants or workmen, lliall and may from time to time, until the 
quantity of 1200 tons of copper fliall be coined into fuch pieces as are hereinafter mentioned, coin or 
make or caufe to be coined or made at in or near the Manufactory of him the faid Mathew Boulton 
at Soho aforefaid, 1200 tons of Copper of the defeription hereinafter mentioned, into pieces of the 
value and defeription hereinafter mentioned, to go and pais for one Penny, one Halfpenny and one 
Farthing pieces, 600 tons part thereof to go and pafs in Great Britain, and 600 tons the remaining 
part thereof to go and pafs in Ireland, and to be from time to time, after fuch coining thereof, 
wrapped in paper packets of the value of two fliillings in each packet, and then packed in 
proper and found calks refpe&ively, containing the value of £.33. 12s. fterling in each calk, in fuch 
pieces ready to be delivered to fuch perfon or perfons and in fuch part or parts of Great Britain or 
the Port of Dublin, as the Lord High Treafurer or Lords Commiflioners of His Majefty ’s Treafury for 
the time being lhall in that behalf order, diredt or appoint : Provided always, that the faid Penny, 
Halfpenny and Farthing pieces to be coined by virtue of this prefent authority, fliall be refpedtively 
coined in fuch proportions and quantities as the faid Lord High Treafurer or Lords Commiflioners 
for the time being fliall by writing for that purpofe order or diredt : but fo neverthelefs as that the 
quantity of Farthing pieces to be fo coined fliall not exceed the proportion of one pound weight of 
Farthings to twenty pounds weight of the quantity fo to be coined into Halfpence, and fo as that 600 
tons, part, of fuch Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces intended to pafs in Great Britain, fliall be

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made of fuch fize and dimenfions as that one avoirdupois pound weight of Copper (hall not be coined 
or converted into more or lefs than 24 of the faid Penny pieces, or more or lei's than 48 of the faid 
Halfpenny pieces, or more or lefs than 96 of the faid Farthing Pieces, and fo as that 600 tons the 
remaining part of the faid 1200 tons of the faid Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces, (fo intended 
to be fent to Ireland) (hall be made of fuch fize and dimenfions, as that one avoirdupois pound weight 
of Copper (hall not be coined or converted into more or lei’s than 26 of the faid Penny pieces, or 
more or lefs than 52 of the faid Halfpenny pieces, or more or lefs than 104 Farthing pieces, and 
all the (aid Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces (hall be made of equal weight in themfelves re- 
fpe&ivelv, or as near thereto as may be, (fuch remedy being allowed as hereinafter is mentioned) 
and fo as that the Copper for making of the faid pieces be from time to time allayed before the 
coining thereof, and the pieces to be made or coined therewith from time to time before the packing 
the fame, be allayed and tried for their weight and finenefs, and an account taken of the fame in the 
manner hereinafter deferibed : And it is His Majefty’s will and pleafure, and he doth by thefe Prefents 
for liimfelf, Ilis heirs and fucceffors, grant, direct, authorize and appoint that 600 tons, part of the 
faid 1200 tons of the faid Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces of Copper fo to be coined as afore- 
laid and intended to pafs in Great Britain, (hall and may refpe&ively be made and coined with dies, 
engines or inftruments, having on the one fide the effigies or portraiture with the name or title of 
His Majefty, Ilis heirs or fucceflors, fimilar to the former Copper Coins made or executed by the 
faid Mathew Boulton by virtue of His Majefty’s Royal Licence, and on the reverfe the figure of a 
Woman fitting on a rock in the midft of the Ocean, holding a Trident -in her left hand and a Branch 
of Olive (the emblem of Peace) in her right hand, and the word “ Britannia” round the fame, and 
the Year of our Lord ; and that 600 tons the remaining part of the faid 1200 tons of the faid Penny, 
Halfpenny and Farthing pieces of Copper fo to be coined as aforefaid (and intended to be fent to 
Ireland) (hall and may be refpe&ively coined with dies, engines or inftruments, having the effigies or 
portraiture with the name of Ilis Majefty on the obverfe, and the legend Georgius III. D. G. Rex, 
and on the reverfe a Harp furmounted with a Crown, the legend Hibernia 1805, or fuch other 
marks, additions or inferiptions as by any warrant or warrants to be obtained under the Royal Sign 
Manual of Ilis Majefty, Ilis heirs or fucceflors, (hall be allowed or approved of: And for the confidera- 
tions and purpofes aforefaid, it is His Majefty’s further will and pleafure, and he doth hereby direft, 
authorize and require the Lord High Treafurer or Lords Commiflioners of theTreafury for the time 
being, from and out of fuch of the Public Monies as (hall be under their management, and which by 
law can be fo applied, well and truly to pay, content and fatisfy unto the faid Mathew Boulton, 
his executors adminiftrators or affigns, after the rate of £■ 169 tor every ton weight of Copper 
(of the defeription hereinafter mentioned and not exceeding 1200 tons in the whole) which (hall be 
furniffied and ufed by him the faid Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators or affigns, for 
the purpofes of this prefent Indenture, and after the rate of £. 42 per ton for every ton weight 
of all fuch Penny pieces, and £.46. 13s. 4 d. per ton for every ton weight of all fuch Half- 
penny and Farthing pieces as (hall be coined or made by him or them in purfuance of and 
conformable to the true intent and meaning of thefe Prefents, for the purpofe of being pafled in 
Great Britain, and after the rate of £.44. 6s. 8 d. per ton for every ton weight of all fuch Penny 
pieces, and £. 49 per ton for every ton weight of all fuch Halfpenny and Farthing pieces as 
ffi all he coined by him 01 them in purfuance of and conformable to the true intent and meaning of 
thefe Prefents. for the purpofe of being fent to Ireland, together with a further allowance of £. 5 per 
ton for the calks containing and for the packing of fuch Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces, 
refpefUyely as and in manner aforefaid, and for rent for warehoufes (fuch warehoufes to be provided 
by the faid Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators or affigns, at or near the faid Manufac- 
tory), and for the freight or carriage of fuch pieces to the place or places in Great Britain or to the 
Port of Dublin, where the fame iliail be ordered to be fent or delivered by the faid Lord High Trea- 
furer or Lords Commiflioners for the time being, fuch feveral payments and allowances to be re- 
fpedively made without any deduaion for or in refpea of any lofs happening at fea, in the tranfit or 
pafiage of the faid Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces, fo ordered to be fent and delivered as afore- 
faid, when and fo often as the Clerk or Comptroller, to be appointed as hereinafter mentioned, or his 
or their Deputy or Deputies, (hall by writing under his or their hand or hands certify, that 20 tons 
or more of the faid pieces have been duly coined, parcelled, packed and delivered to the order of the 
faid Treafurer or Commiflioners: And further His Majefty doth by thefe Prefents, for himfelf, His 
heirs and fucceflors, ftri&ly prohibit and forbid all and every perfon and perfons whomfoever (other 
than the faid Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators and affigns, and his and their fervants 
and workmen) to make, coin or counterfeit fuch Penny, Halfpenny or Farthing pieces as aforefaid 
of copper or any other metal whatfoever, or to make or ufe any dies, engines or inftruments for the 
making of any fuch pieces, or any pieces fimilar thereto, or to import or bring the fame into this 
kingdom from any of His Majefty’s dominions or from any Foreign parts, under pain of incurring Mis 
Majefty’s difpleafure, and fuch puniffiments as by law may be jufily infliaed upon any fuch perfon 
or perfons fo offending ; and the faid Mathew Boulton for himfelf, his heirs executors admini- 
ftrators and affigns, doth covenant, promife, contrail and agree to and with our faid Sovereign Lord the 
King, His heirs and fucceffors, by thefe Prefents, in manner following; (that is to fay,) that he the 
faid Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators or affigns, (hall and will at his and their own 
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ncofts and charges furnilh and provide or caufe or procure to be fttrniflied and provided, for the pur- 
,p 0 fes of this prefent Indenture, 1200 tons of good, fine, pure and merchantable Englifii tough Cake 
Copper, which being heated red hot fliall fpread thin under the hammer without cracking, and flia.ll 
and will caufe all fuch Copper to be rolled hot, fcaled and cleanfed, and then rolled cold in polifiied 
Tollers exa6tly to the (izes and weight required for coining fuch Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces 
as aforefaid, and afterwards cut out the blanks and coin the fame, with fuch dies as (hall be produced to 
and firft approved of by the faid Treafurer or Commiflioners for the time being, without making any 
-alteration or addition whatfoever in or to the faid Copper or any part thereof, fo and in fuch manner as 
that every pound weight avoirdupois of 600 tons part of the faid 1 200 tons of fuch Copper, and in- 
tended to pafs in Great Britain, (hall be coined or converted into exa&ly 24 of the faid one Penny pieces 
-or 48 of the faid Halfpenny pieces, or 96 of the faid Farthing pieces; and that every pound weight 
avoirdupois of 600 tons the remaining part of fuch 1200 tons of fuch Copper, and intended to be lent 
to Ireland, fliall be coined or converted into exactly 26 of the faid Penny pieces or 52 of the faid 
Halfpenny pieces, or 104 of fuch Farthing pieces as are in that refpecft above-mentioned, and all the 
faid Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces hereinbefore firft mentioned fliall be of equal weight in 
themfelves refpe&ively, or as near thereto as may be; and all the faid Penny, Halfpenny and Far- 
thing pieces hereinbefore fecondly mentioned fliall be of equal weight in themfelves refpe&ivety, or 
as near thereto as may be (he the faid Mathew Boulton, liis executors adminiltrators and affigns being 
allowed fuch remedy as hereinafter mentioned) and alfo fliall and will re-melt the fciffell to be made 
or occafioued by cutting the blanks out of the faid Copper and Coin, the fame in like manner as be- 
fore was mentioned re ('petting fucb Copper; and alio that he the faid Mathew Boulton, his exe- 
cutors adniiniftrators or afligns, fliall and will at his or their own cofts and charges caufe all 
and every the faid pieces to be fo parcelled and packed as aforefaid, and fliould and would at his and 
their cofts and charges, and at his and their rifk (lea rifk excepted) caufe the faid Penny, Halfpenny 
and Farthing pieces to be fent and delivered to fuch perfon or perfons and at fuch place or places iu 
Great Britain or the Port of Dublin, as the faid Lord High Treafurer or Lords Commiflioners for the 
time being fliall in that behalf order, direift or appoint ; and that he the faid Mathew Boulton, his 
executors adminiltrators and afligns, (hall and will permit and fuffer fuch perfon or perfons as the 
faid Lord High Treafurer or Lords Commiflioners for the time being, fliall in writing under their 
hands from time to time and at any times conftitute and appoint for that purpofe, and which perfon 
or perfons fliall be and be called the Ring’s Clerk and Comptroller of the faid Coinage, to attend and 
fee to the execution and delivery of fuch Coinage, and to take and keep an exaft account of the quality 
and weight of the Copper to be ufed in or fet apart for the purpoles of the faid Coinage, and of the 
tale of the pieces to be coined therefrom, and alfo to take a fuflicient piece of each different parcel or 
quantity of the Copper to be provided, fet apari or appropriated for the purpofes of the faid Coinage, 
and after feeing the fame affayed, to put and keep fuch piece of Copper (which fliall be confidered as 
the ftandard piece for fuch different parcel or quantity of Copper) in a pix or box under the key of 
-fuch Clerk or Comptroller as aforefaid, and a key to be kept by the faid Mathew Boulton, his ex- 
-ecutors adminiftrators or afligns ; and alfo fha.ll and will when and fo often as twenty tons, or the 
whole or remaining part of each fuch different parcel or quantity of Copper, as the cafe may happen, 
-fliall have been fo prepared and coined as aforefaid, permit and fuffer the faid Clerk or Comptroller, 
or his Deputy or Deputies, to compare the weight of the whole Coinage therefrom, with the weight of 
the tough Cake Copper fet apart or appropriated for the purpofe of coining the fame, and alfo at his or 
their option to take and keep during the coinage of each fuch different parcel or quantity of Copper as 
aforefaid, one piece of Coin or more out of every twenty tons of the faid pieces to be coined from fuch 
.Copper, which pieces of Coin fo to be taken fliall alfo be put and kept in fuch pix or box as aforefaid, 
for trial pieces, until the whole coinage of fuch parcel or quantity of Copper is finiflied, when fuch trial 
pieces .fliall be taken out of the faid pix or box and compared with fuch ftandard pieces of Copper as 
aforefaid : And further, that if the whole of the feveral Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces to be 
made or coined from each of the faid different parcels or quantities of copper, fliall not in the grofs 
weight thereof, allowing for the faid pieces of Copper and pieces of Coin to be fo taken thereout, be 
equal to the firft weight of fuch parcel or quantity of Copper, or if any of the faid trial pieces fliall 
not on being affayed for that purpofe appear to be of the fame goodnefs and finenefs as the faid ftand- 
ard piece of each fuch different parcel or quantity of copper, then and in either of the faid cafes and 
fo often as the fame fliall happen, the whole of the pieces which fliall have been coined from fuch par- 
cel or quantity of Copper may and fliall be challenged and adjudged lefs than good by the faid Clerk 
or Comptroller, and then the faid Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators or afligns, fliall and 
will at his or their own cofts and charges caufe the whole of fuch Coinage to be immediately melted 
down, and provide fo much more Copper of the goodnefs and finenefs of fuch ftandard piece as afore- 
faid, as fliall be equal in weight to the faid original parcel or quantity of Copper, and coin the fame into 
fuch pieces, and under and fubjeft to fuch regulations as are hereinbefore mentioned and contained, 
without any allowanc e to be made to him or them for or in refpeift of fuch Coinage : Provided always 
neverthelefs, and His faid Majefty doth will and command that when and fo often as the feveral pieces 
to be coined from each of the faid different parcels or quantities of Copper, fliall at or upon fuch 
affaying, comparing and weighing thereof as aforefaid, be found defective or deficient, all only 
in weight, or all only in purity, or in both, by not more than one-fortieth part, then and in every 
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fuch cafe fuch defeat or deficiency (hall be allowed to the faid Mathew Boulton, his exe- 
cutors adminiftrators and afligns, as or by way of remedy for him or them, and the pieces 
to be coined from fuch parcel or quantity of copper (hall pafs and be held for good, accord- 
ing .to the tenor, true intent and meaning of tbefe Prefenls, and the faid Mathew Boulton 
for himlelf, his heirs executors adminiftrators and afligns, Doth further covenant promife contract ami 
agree to and with His faid Majefty, His heirs and fucceffors by thefe Prefents, that he the faid 
Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators or afligns lhall and will at his and their own cofts 
and charges find and provide or caufe or procure to be furniftied aud provided for the purpofes of 
the faid Indenture, 1 200 tons of Copper of the defcription hereinbefore mentioned, and manufacture 
and convert the faid Copper into fuch pieces of Coin, and in fuch manner and with fuch dies, engines 
or inftruments, and with fuch emblems and infcriptions and under and fubjeCt to fuch rules reftric- 
tions and limitations as is and are herein expreffed and contained in that behalf, fo as that the faid 
Coinage (hall commence within 15 days next after notice lhall have been given by or by the order 
of the Lords of the Treafury for the time being to or for the faid Mathew Boulton commencing 
fuch Coinage, and from thenceforth 12 tons at the lead of the faid Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing 
pieces, or of fome or one of them, (hall be weekly and every week coined parcelled packed and 
made ready for delivering to the order of the faid Lord High Treafurer or Lords Commiflioners 
for the time being as and in manner aforefaid; but fo neverthelefs as that nothing in thefe Prefents 
■contained lhall extend to oblige the faid Mathew' Boulton, his executors adminiftrators or afligns, 
to make or coin any greater quantity of the faid Farthing pieces than after the rate or proportion of 
1 pound weight of Farthings to 20 pounds weight of the faid Halfpence : And further that he the faid 
Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators and afligns, (hall and will from time to time during the 
■continuance of the faid intended Coinage, in making of the faid Penny, Halfpenny and Farthing pieces, 
and in all his and their doings and tranfaCtions concerning the fame, fubmit himfelf and themfelves 
to the infpection, examination, order and controul of His faid Majefty, His heirs and fucceffors, 
and of His and their faid Treafurer or Commiflioners of the Treafury for the time being, 
and of fuch perfbn or perfons as (hall be fo appointed to be the King's Clerk and Comptroller 
of the faid Coinage as aforefaid: Provided always, that if the faid Mathew Boulton doth 
not within one month next after he lhall have been thereunto required by the Lord High Treafurer 
or Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury for the time being, give good and fufficient fecurity to His 
Majefty, His heirs or fucceffors, for the due and punctual performance of all the covenants, claufes 
and agreements herein refpe&ively contained, and on his or their parts ahd behalves to be obferved 
and performed, which fecurity is to be fuch as the faid Lord High Treafurer or Lords Commiflioners 
of the Treafury, or any Three or more of them for the time being (hall approve of, then all and every 
the Grants hereby made to the faid Mathew Boulton, his executors adminiftrators and afligns, lhall 
ceafe, determine aud he utterly void, any thing herein contained to the contrary thereof notwith- 
ftanding: And laftly, His faid Majefty for himfelf, His heirs and fuccelfors, Doth hereby will, require 
and command all Judges, Juftices and other Minifters whatfoever of His faid Majefty, His heirs or 
fucceffors, to be aiding and afiifting to the faid Mathew Boulton, his executors, adminiftrators and 
afligns, in the execution of all or any of the powers, authorities, directions, matters and things to be 
executed by him or them under or in purfuance of thefe Prefents, in all things as becometh them: 
IN WITNESS whereof to the one part of thefe prefent Indentures remaining with the faid Mathew 
Boulton, Ilis Majefty hath caufed the Great Seal of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland to be affixed, and to the other part thereof remaining with His Majefty, the faid Mathew 
Boulton hath fet his Hand and Seal the. day and year firft above writte.n, and for fo doing this (hall be 
your Warrant. Given at Our Court at St. James’s, this 26th day of March in the 45th year of Our 
Reign.
